After reading the News and 


How to Understand It, a new book 
by Quincy Howe, I hnd a more 
friendly feeling for the newspa- 
pers. Howe says we expect too 
much from the newspapers, that 
we fail to recognize their limita- 
tions. 


We seek three tilings in the news 


—profit, pleasure, and escape. All 
of us are after all three of them. 
It is only in our emphasis that we 
differ. 


Howe puts it this way: "Some 


people want to understand the 
news for bread-and-butter reas- 
ons. Other people want to under- 
stand the news for sheer self- ' 
satisfaction. Finally, there are the 
people who want to understand 
the news in order to escape from 
some personal difficulty." 


There's no reason why we should 


read everything in a newspaper. 
If a paper's columnists or editorials 
or comics or sports page annoy us, 
we can leave them alone. Or, if 
we like to have our prejudices 
rubbed the wrong way, we can 
search for what will irritate us; 
Jay Franklin, for example. 


To those who say that the news- 


papers must be on the way out 
because they did not swing the 
last election, Howe retorts that 
the modern newspaper is not pri- 
marily concerned -with exercising 
political leadership. In a recent 


"British election, the Labor Party, 


which won mpre seats than any 
other in the, House of Commons,' 
was supported by only one news- 
paper, a small one at that. 


Howe scores an emphatic point 


for the newspapers in his statement 
that it takes two or three times as 
long to listen to a news broadcast 
as it does to read the same ma- 
terial. You cannot skip parts of a 
broadcast; you must listen to the 
whole tiling.

how much time it takes to listen to 
news broadcasts.

With a statement clarifying Yugos- 


avia's position anticipated within 24 
lours it was learned authoritatively 
that Prince Paul went to Berchtes- 
gaden last Monday, returning to Bel- 
grade Thursday.

Statement Expected 


Informed quarters said the Yugos- 


av statement would explain' the gov- 
ernment's attitude "in the light of 
the new situation arising from the 
occupation of Axis-aligned Bulgaria, 
Yugoslavia's next-door neighbor." 


The regent's trip to Berchtesgaden 


where the fate of so many Europear 
countries has been decided, followed 
a trip there by Premier Cvetkovic 
and Foreign Minister Markovic. They 
were received by Hitler Feb. 14.

my side. 


"I admit that I met several persons 


on the streets of Hope, during the 
past week, who paid me for their city 
auto tags and asked me to save their 
license plates and they would come 
by and get them for me to deliver 
them. I told them I would, so they 
wouldn't have to pay a penalty, after 
they had paid me the money for the 
tags. 
One of this group sent the 


money through the mail. 


"I figured I was doing a favor for 


my friends as they couldn't come for 
their license at that.time. 


"I deny any charge that I have let 


people have plates without paying the 
penalty. 


"This office has always been con- 


sidered a part-time office. The treas- 
urer's office was kept at one time by 
a banker at the Arkansas Bank & 
Trust Co. Another time it was kept 
in a store east of town, and when I 
was elected to the office I brought jt 
back to the city hall where it be- 
longed. 


"The mayor at that time told me it 


was only a part-time office. 


"I asked for a raise two years ago 


and the council would not give it to 
me because they considered it a part- 
time office. 


"I admit the license plates are kept 


in a public place. However, I feel 
the council is as much responsible for 
this as I am because two years ago I 
talked to Mr. Atkins on the streets 
of Hope and asked that the office next 
to the mayor's office in the city hall 
be given to me, after the AAA moved 
to the courthouse. I told him that the 
city auto plates and other records 
were kept on a desk and a table and 
that I wanted to keep them under

to the husbbandmen servants who 
should get the fruit of the vineyard 
but the husbandmen beat the servant 
and sent him away. Another servant 
who was sent had the same fate and 
was shamefully mistreated. A third 
servant was sent, and he was similar- 
ly wounded. 


Then the lord of the vineyard 


said, "What shnll I do? I will send 
my beloved son," But when the hus- 
bandmen' saw the son, they 
said,

vineyard, and killed him. Jesus ask- 
ed what the owner of the vineyarc 
would do to them, and the answei 
was tliat he would come pnd destroN 
them, and give the vineyard unto 
others. 


Now, 
what is the application of 


the parable? Jesus Himself seemed 
to make this plain in the reference 
to the stone which the builders re- 
jected, 
but 
which 
was made the 


cornerstone. He is evidently referring 
to God's persistent appeal to the peo- 
ple through the prophets whom He 
had sent to proclaim 
righteousness 


and to warn them of the peril of con- 
tinuing evil ways. These prophets, 
one after another, had been rejected, 
and most of them had been persecut- 
ed and killed. 


Now Jesus Himself was the son 


whom God had sent, and the words 
of Jesus were prophetic, for He ap- 
parently realized the fate that was 
before Him, This fate was rapidly 
approaching, for our lesson tells how 
the very people who ought jto have 
accepted and honored a good man, 
conspired immediately to destroy him, 
setting spies upon him and eyen feign- 
ing to be His disciples, so that they 
might "take hold of his speech" and 
use it against Him. 


Jesus was rejected 
by most of 


those of His own time. When we think 
of His continued rejecton by later 
generations, we cannot but reflect 
upon the tragedy which that rejec- 
tion has brought to the \yorld. It is 
in turning from the Prince of Peace 
refusing to receive God's Son and 
to give Him His triumphant pjace 
m life, that peoples and nations have 
brought upon themselves the fate of 
the world today-a world in which 
millions are suffering and dying, .be- 
cause hate and greed and violence 
have ruled instead of peace and love 
and service which Jesus came to pro- 
.clium to them both .by His teaching 
und by His example.
